King John was 
buried at Worcester and in the ca- 
thedral there, and his body has slept 
in that spot until now, unless, like a 
streak of morning cloud, it has melted 
into the infinite azure of the past In 
1797, 
for the purpose of identifying 


the resting place of the king and his 
remains, a committee of citizens was 
appointed to investigate this matter. 
The body was identified and all that 
remained of it placed in a new mau- 
soleum, where It stands today aa one 
of the objects of interest in Worces- 
ter cathedral. 
Shakespeare, in his 


"King John," puts in the mouth of 
Prince Henry the following word*: 
"At Worcester must his body be in- 
terred, for so he willed it." Thus we 
see King John was buried in Worces- 
ter cathedral, and it is therefore inac- 
curate to eay he was buried at St Wol- 
stan's. The memory of King John is 
not cherished with the feeling that has 
followed the lives and deaths of some 
of England's sovereigns, and he will 
be remembered only as the monarch 
from whom was extorted the great 
charter of English liberty, from which 
this country has received a large part 
of ite valued Inheritance.—Letter to 
St. Louis PoEt-Dlspatch.

Ameer of Bokhara Said to Be Storing 


Up Treasure at the Rate of 


$8,000,000 a Year. 


The largest private hoard In the 


world is probably that owned by the 
Ameer of Bokhara, the Russian vassal 
state in Central Asia, writes the St. 
Petersburg correspondent of the New 
York Sun. According to the Turke- 
stanskiye Kraj the Ameer possesses 
in his stronghold a vault 315 feet long, 
45 feet wide and 20 feet high, com; 
pletely filled with gold bars and coined 
gold. 


Some years ago the Ameer had an- 


other vault built to hold his savings, 
and the new storehouse is now almost 
full 
There is at the Bokharan court 


an enormous cash book, which has 
served for generations and in which 
all revenues and expenditures are sup- 
posed to be put down, but also for gen- 
erations It has never been checked 
with the "cash in band." 


Grafting is the easiest thing in the 


world at Bokhara. The Ameer's offi- 
cials draw no salary. They are ap- 
pointed on the understanding that 
they must keep themselves on what 
they can make out of their various 
offices. There Is no budget, and the 
largest permanent charge on the 
Ameer's income is one of $15,000 an- 
nually for a local hospital. Then there 
is a small contribution toward the up- 
keep of the Russian police In the pro- 
tectorate and the maintenance of the 
Bokharan "army" which haa shrunk 
to a mere bodyguard. 


The Ameer's annual savings, it Is 


calculated, amount to more than $8,- 
000,000 a year. He is by traditional 
usage compelled M> send every year 
a number of valuable "presents" to 
the Russian authorities at Samarkand 
and Tashkent. These presents con- 
sist of carpets, silks and the like, 
which are Immediately sold by the re- 
cipients to native traders, from whom 
the Ameer as regularly buys them 
back at fixed prices, to be stored up 
and to serve again as "presents" the 
following year. 


American Victory In War of 1812. 
One hundred years ago occurred the 


"battle ot the barges," between a force 
of English from the blockading squad- 
ron in Chesapeake bay and a flotilla ot 
barges and gunboats designed to aid 
In the defense of the city of Wash- 
ington. Commodore Barney, In com- 
mand ot the American flotilla, being 
threatened with attack by several 
large British warships, had taken hla 
boats up the Patuxent river and found 
a refuge in St. Leonard's creek. The 
British followed with a superior torce 
of barges and small schooners. Hav- 
ing no guns with which to wage a 
fight at long range, Commodore Bar- 
ney dashed forward into the midst ot 
the enemy. Soon the barges were en- 
gaged in desperate hand-to-hand con- 
flicts. For more than an hour the ac- 
tion raged, both sides fighting with 
vigor and gallantry. 
But the Ameri- 


cans having pierced the British line, 
the enemy abandoned the flght and 
fled precipitately to their ships.

MANY COLDS DUE TO BATH 


Not Always Easy to Account For, but 


That li One of the Most Com- 
' 
mon Ccutes of Annoyance. 


One of the peculiarly aggravating 


things about a cold In the head is 
that its origin is GO difficult to trace 
It may have been caught while stand 
ing before an open window, or riding 
on a street car without sufficient wraps, 
or finding a concert hall or church 
drafty, but In the majority of in- 
stances the question must be left un- 
answered. 
Thla is especially annoy- 


ing to the thoughtful person, for It 
handicaps the prevention of pimilar 
exposure; we cannot guard ourselves 
unless we know against what we need 
to guard. 


One of the most prol'flc causes of 


patching cold, however, is often over- 
looked. This is a bath. Firbt of all, 
few people seem to bear In ir.ind that 
rubbing with a towel after a bath la 
not mainly for the purpose of drying 
oneself 
That needs to be done, o( 


course, but if we take a bath and 
then merely dry ourselves wtih the 
towel, we are deliberately inviting a 
cold 


If the skin be merely dried, much 


moisture will remain. This will evap- 
orate quickly. Evaporation, as is well 
known, Is perhaps the speediest meth- 
od of producing cold that exists 
It 


cools the skin too quickly, and a se- 
vere cold la often the result. 


The action of cold water, moreover, 


holds the blood back from the skin, 
leaving It without this warming pro- 
tection. 


The toweling after a bath should 


be vigorous and prompt. 
The fric- 


tion should be so energetic that the 
skin becomes reddened, for the red- 
dpning shows the return of the blood 
ti the surface. This will prevent many 
colds to which people are subject. 


Another reason why we catch cold 


in a bath is due to the shape of mod- 
ern bath tubs. In many Instances, in 
order to cover the whole body, the 
neck and shoulders are lowered Into 
the water, so that—especially among 
men—the lower part of the head is 
wet, 
enough to saturate a couple of 


inches of hair above the neck 


Luminescence of Nitrogen. 


It has been found that nitrogen, vlg- 


crously and spectroscopically pure, ac- 
cuires a continuous luminescence, 
curing the electric discharge, and 
therefore this phenomenon can no 
longer be attributed to the prescence 
of traces of oxygen 
In the pres- 


ence of metallic vapors, such as those 
of mercury, sodium or potassium, says 
the Scientific American, the phenome- 
non Is not produced owing to the ni- 
trogen's being attacked by the metal- 
lic vapors, forming a combination of 
the metal with nitrogen 
The pres- 


ence of oxygen, which oxides the met- 
allic vapors, hinders their action on 
the active nitrogen and renders Its 
formation possible.

I was never more astonished In. my 


life than when I visualized the situa- 
tion, and saw my friend Jones "the 
bearer" of a demand for the reversion 
to the laureateshlp. 


It seemed that Walpole was equally 


surprised, and when he next met Lord 
Chesterfield the eager question was— 
Who is Jones, and why should he be 
recommended for the position of poet 
laureate? Lord Chesterfield answered. 
"A better poet would not take the 
post and a worse ought not to-have 
it." 
It appears that Jones was an 


Irish bricklayer and had made It his 


custom to work a. certain number of 
hours according 
to an 
undeviating 


rule. 
He would lay a layer of brick 


and then compose a line ol poetry, and 
BO on till his day's task was over. 
This accounts for the marvelous even- 
ness of his verse. 


This was but a small discovery but 


It gave a real pleasure, for should I 
meet my Lord Chesterfield he and I 
would at once have a common Interest: 
We both had discovered Jones, and 
quite independently.—S. ,M. Crothers.

CAUSES BERLIN TO REJOICE 


(Reported Victory Held to Be Greatest 


Thus Far in the War— 


Allies Claim More 


Successes. 


Berlin, -via Sayvtlle, L. I., by Wlre- 


3»si, Sept 10.—It was announced at 
(the army headquarters here on Wed- 
nesday that the French fortress 
of 


Maubeuge has fallen before the Ger- 
man siege. Four generals, 40,000 pris- 
oners ssj 400 guns are declared to 
have been taken in the victory, the 
greatest from the German viewpoint 
since the war begun. It is stated that 
Prince Friedrich "Wllhelm o£ Hessen 
has been wounded. 


Confirmed in Washington. 


Washington, D. C, Sept. 10—The 


German embassy here on Wednesday 
gave out a wireless message received 
from Berlin, confirming 
the United 


Press wireless report of the capture 
of Maubeuge, France. 


The embassy message stated that 


newspapers in Berlin "emphasize the 
Importance of the capture of 40,000 
men" and that the military authorities 
consider this "a high number, meaning 
important weakening of the enemy." 


Allies Claim Success. 


Paris, Sept 10.—French and British 


successes marked the fourth day of 
the great battle, which is being fought 
along the concave line extending from 
Meaux to Verdun with Vitry-le-Fran- 
cois in the center. 


On the French left, despite depeated 


efforts, the Germans have failed to 
break through the lines of the allies on 
the right bank of the Ourcq river and, 
though heavily reinforced, have lost 
ground steadily. Gen. Joffre and Field 
Marshal Sir John French are hurling 
more and more troops on the German 
flank to give their retreat further mo- 
mentum. 


In the center, that part of the line 


which extends through La Free-Cham- 
penoise, Sompus and Vltry-le Francois, 
with the last named the theater of the 
greatest activity, 
the French 
have 


pressed back the Germans in a succes- 
sion of terrific assaults in which the 
French artillery played a deadly and 


i effective part. 


Former Liner Oceanic Sinks. 


London, Sept. 10.—The official press 


bureau issued the following announce- 
ment Wednesday night: "The mer- 
chant cruiser Oceanic, of the White 
Star line, was wrecked on Tuesday 
near the north coast of Scotland and 
has become a total loss. All officers 
and crew were saved " The Oceanic 
made her last trip from New York to 
Southampton early last August, arriv- 
ing at the English port Aug. 8. She 
was then taken over by the British 
government and converted into 
an 


armed cruiser. 


Kaiser Protests to Wilson. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 10.—Presi- 


dent Wilson has received a personal 
cablegram from Emperor William of 
Germany protesting against the use 
by Ihe allied armies of dum dura bul- 
lets and the participation in the war 
by civilians of Belgium. The message 
expressed also the German emperor's 
deep regret at the destruction of the 
Belgian city of Louvain 


"My heart bleeds for Louvain," is 


one of the phrases which the emperor 
is understood to have used. He de- 
clared, however, that the population 
of Belgium had offered such resistance 
that his generals had in many cases 
found It necessary to administer se- 
vere punishment. 


The contents of the message were 


closely guarded No one at the White 
House or state department would even 
admit officially that it had arrived, 
even though press dispatches 
from 


London and Copenhagen gave an out- 
line of the dispatch early in the day. 
The reason for the secrecy was not 
divulged 


Pope to Appeal for Peace. 


Rome, Sept. 10.—The forthcoming 


papal encyclical, the Issue of which 
'has been purposely delayed until the 
result of a decisive battle, will contain 
'an appeal for peace. Pope Benedict 
XV. has approached Austria and Ger- 
many, through their envoys here, and 
'both informed the pontiff that they 
were favorably disposed to second his 
efforts for peace. The czar is under- 
stood to be prepared to submit the 
pope's offer to the consideration of 
'England and Austria. Pope Benedict 
hopes that his appeal may lead to an 
armistice which will be a prelude of 
peace.

same Berlin report mentions the Aus- 
trians still continuing their attack on 
Lublin and also speaks of the forma- 
tion of an excluively Polish legion 
at Cracow under General von Vaczyn- 
ski. 


German Advance Into Russia. 


The advance of the Germans by ar- 


mored trains into Russia in the direc- 
tion of Alexandrowo-Warsaw would 
indicate either that the Russian at- 
tack on Thorn, reported some days 
ago, was incorrect or that it has now 
been checked. A pursuit of German 
invasion in this direction would mean 
an attempt to use the Vistula river 
valley as a line of operation against 
Warsaw, with the additional object 
of stopping a direct Russian advance 
on Posen. 


The reduction of Italian troops, mo- 


bilized on the Austrian frontier, to a 
-feace footing may be regarded as an 
indication that the government of Vic- 
tor Emmanuel Is determined to ob- 
serve strictly the situation to a con- 
siderable extent, especially in view of 
the fact that the threatened war action 
of Turkey has subsided for the mo- 
ment. The latter fact may also mo- 
mentarily dispel British fears in regard 
to Egypt, where the close relationship 
of the khedive with the royal house 
of Turkey and his well-known German 
sympathies have caused apprehension. 


Joffre Claims Success. 


An announcement issued by the of- 


ficial French bureau on September 8, 
said. 


"General Joffre's plans are being 


steadily carried out. The allied forces, 
acting on the offensive, have been suc- 
cessful in checking and forcing back 
in a northeast direction the German 
forces opposed to them." 


It was officially announced in Paris

telegraphed to the governor of Mau- 
beuge, expressing the government's 
admiration for the heroic defense. The 
commander in chief has placed the 
name of the governor of Maubeuge in 
the order of the day for his splendid 
defense." 


Allies Force Battle. 


The 
general 
engagement 
was 


brought about when the allies, which 
had been in continuous retreat for 
many days, made a stand in a strongly 
forHfled position to the north and 
northeast of Paris 


The first clash came when the Ger- 


man troops covering the flanks of the 
main German army encountered ad- 
vance detachments of the allies at a 
point near La Ferte-Gaucher and were 
forced to retire. The main bodies of 
the opposing armies thne took up the 
struggle and the Germans were forced 
to retire. 


Million Men Take Part In Contest. 
It is estimated that 1,000,000 troops 


were engaged along the line, which 
extends roughly 120 miles. 


The German first army, which had 


crossed Belgium, rounded the 
left 


wing of the allies' army, and then 
turned southward and to the east of 
Parts, was forced to fight with its back 
to that city. 


Messages received from Paris say 


this army was forced to retreat early 
in the fighting and was being pursued 
by French troops. From time to time 
the Germans turn and engage with 
the French, while French shells fall 
continually in their ranks. 


Austrlans Forced Back. 


The following official announcement 


was given out at Petrograd (St. Peters- 
burg) :

"The Austrian army' corps between 


the River Vistula and the River Burg 
are retreating with enormous losses 
The resistance of the enemy has been 
broken. 


"There are evidences of the possi

tions around Rawa, thirty-two miles 
northwest of Lemberg, in Galicia, the 
Russian forces continue a number of 
serious engagements.

HERE is a legend told in the great 
woods along the Rlmouskl river of 


t southeastern Canada that when a 
1 certain star hangs over Father Point 
all good men should keep to their 
! homes, for on that night danger lurks 
- on the St. Lawrence river off the 
' point and the hunter and woodsmen 
of the interior are in danger o! their 
lives. 


Father Point is near the mouth of 


the Rimouski river and is on the 


•outh shore of the St. Lawrence. The people of 
'that place are used to caring for the poor and 
•distressed. 
They have seen so much disaster 


«nd heartbreak they have long ceased to regard 
*uch occurrences for long 


The history of Father Point dates back before 


the coming of the white man. The language of 
the Indians gives legends of the evil star. 


One winter while the Indians of the Rimouski 


Teglon were planning a trapping expedition to 
the Champlain river, the star rose above the 
joint and by that sign forbade the Indians to 
«mbark. There were old men in the village who 
Shad heard of the legend and who told the young 
rmen to remain at home until the star had passed 
on. 
The young men laughed at the counsel of 


the old men and tried to depart. 
Then the old 


Toen went to the water and destroyed the canoes 
of the young men. They threw them on the flres 
end sat by In silence, while the young men railed 
at the older heeds for the superstition. 


But the Great Manitou took revenge for the 


rebellion of the young men. The legends tell 
how the Great Manitou sent the deepest snow 
that had ever fallen. ,-The trails were burled and 
none were able to leave their wigwams. Famine 
«ame because they could not go on the hunt aa 
formerly. The young men died and there were 
tew left to tell the tale. 


Then came the French. One night when the 


•wind howled around Father Point and sighed in 
the branches of the trees of the Rimouski river, 
the star reached the zenith above the fatal spot 


"Don't go out tonight," chanted the Indian 


medicine men 
"There is death in the land. 


Don't go out tonight" 


But the French left their homes in spite of the 


•warnings. All the young men of the river coun- 
try marched away, because had not the great 
General Montcalm commanded? They were go- 
lnic to the defense of Quebec. Their boats took 
to the river that night and they mocked the star 
as it twinkled from above the crags. As their 
boats moved up the St. Lawrence toward Quebec 
the boats of Wolfe hove In sight. As the sailors 
of Wolfe's command passed Father Point the 
watch on the boat saw the star, so the records 
say He pointed upward, for the star was in the 
tenlth and it was of great brilliancy. 


The men went on up the stream. The French 


landed and were welcomed to Quebec. The Eng- 
lish followed them. They, too, landed, but it was 
many weary months after 
Before that time tha 


French soldiers had laughed many times about 
the warnings of the old Indian medicine chiefs. 
Before that time the English had forgotten the 
star which hung over Wolfe's vessel, but the 
watchman of that night did not forget and the 
Indian medicine men did not forget. 


Then one night Wolfe, with his men, crept up 


the heights of Abraham above Quebec and when 
day broke he commanded the view of the city. 


The French rushed to the de^nse of the city. 


On the plains of Abraham they fought most 
valiantly, but they seemed unable to stand before 
the onslaughts of the English, Every man from 
the banks of the Rimouski died in that terrible 
conflict. 
Montcalm, who had ordered them to 


the defense of Quebec, also was killed in battle 
and as he was about to die he reverently thanked 
God he was spared the sorrow of surrendering 
the fortress to the English. 


The English won the victory, but the annals of 


that fight show that every officer and man who 
rode on the boat that night the star shone and 
even General Wolfe himself fell bleeding that 
morning. 
The watchman alone survived 
the 


fight, but he was so crippled he never took up 
arms again. 


Cities have sprung up along the banks of the 


St. Lawrence. Father Point has grown from a 
point of rock to a town with a wireless telegraph 
station and with life-saving equipment. The peo- 
ple of that place do not believe in superstitions. 
They are a new race. The conquering English 
have succeeded the French and have occupied Its 
business streets. But back in the hills and woods 
and along the waters of the Rimouski the fish- 
ermen who make their living from the Lake 
des Bates, still tell the stories of the disasters 
that have befallen travelers on the St Lawrence 
or those who roam the woods when the star of 
ill-omen stands above Father Point. 


Recently there was a great ship disaster in the 


St. Lawrence. 
The Empress of Ireland with 


Captain Kendall in command sank in a few min- 
utes after she had been rammed by a collier in 
the St. Lawrence. 


Because of the quickness of the time in which 


the Empress of Ireland sank many of the passen- 
gers were caught in their berths and droTvned 
like rats in a trap. Then the ship listed to one 
side so that the lifeboats could not be put off on 
the other side of the vessel where the hull loomed 
up. The disaster came so quickly the rule of 
women and children first was hardly obeyed. It 
was a case of every passenger for himself 
In 


the darkness, with the stillness of the sea all 
about them, the victims went down to death. 


As soon as the liner was struck she sent out 


wireless messages for help. But when the res- 
cuers arrived they found the ship already had 
gone down 
The lifeboats which had been gotten 


off were drifting about. Men, women and chil- 
dren were clinging to the wreckage. 
The fog 


cleared away and from the lighthouses along the 
coast lifeboats were sent out to pick up the 
drowning passengers. 


The crests of the waves were filled with wreck- 


age from both ships. 


When the first wireless call for help was 


flashed out in the fog and darkness officers in 
charge of the company which owns the vessel 
began to wire back ton further directions. For 
many minutes the calls were sent out. The min- 
utes lengthened into hours. The hours brought 
back no response. The officers had to admit, 
with reluctance, that the great vessel had gone 
out of sight and would not be seen again. Ma- 
rine agencies sending out queries all along the 
coast received the same reply of silence which 
told as eloquently as the roar of cannon that the 
ship had gone down and could speak no more. 


Then came a court of inquiry. Investigation 


committees tried to learn whether the crew of 
the Empress of Ireland or the crew of the Stor- 
stad was to blame for the disaster. They learned 
little, but up in the woods of the Rimouski, back 
as far as Lake Mlstigougche, and even in the 
wilds of New Brunswick they tell how just before 


the 
Empress 
of 
Ireland 


sank, a warning star rose 
above Father Point 
The 


watch heeded not the warn- 
ing of the star. The ship 
was piloted without tear. 
Then the wrath of Manitou 
was let loose and fogs set- 
tled over the St. Lawrence. 
Two steamers moving swift- 
ly through the fog were 
crossing trails. In the light 
they could have seen each 
other and turned aside. 
They saw not, for the veil 
of fog enveloped them. Then 
the two vessels crashed 
against each other and the 
star triumphed again. The 
new 
citizens 
of Father 


Point laughed at the tale 
when they heard It. 


" 'Tls an old superstition," 


they said. "We cannot be 
frightened that way. The 
law of nature is not sus- 
pended because some Indian 
or his descendants think 
they see a star glittering 
about our village." 


But the simple-minded liv- 


ing in the back country 
point to the fate of Doctor 
Crippen and Belle Elmore 
as further proof of their 


contention. Didn't the star blaze above Father 
Point when they sailed down the river on their 
way to Europe? Didn't the simple-minded shud- 
der and conceal themselves and fail to start on 
any venture until after the spell of the star was 
gone? 
Didn't Belle Elmore continue on her way with 


the doctor and didn't she meet death in a mys- 
terious manner in London? The papers then 
were full of the details of the strange murder. 
Belle Elmore's body was found in London in the 
basement of a house which she and her husband, 
Doctor Crippen, had occupied. 
Investigations 


pointed to Doctor Crippen as the slayer. They 
tried to show that he had an unrighteous attach- 
ment for Ethel LeNeve. Spies watched him daily 
in hopes he would commit some act which would 
throw suspicion his way. He expressed surprise 
that the woman should be missing. He expressed 
surprise that she should have been horribly slain 
He kept about, but the simple-minded folk say 
the spell of the evil star was upon him. The 
star had allowed Belle Elmore to die In London. 
It had allowed Wolfe and the French soldiers to 
die at Quebec, but it wanted Doctor Crippen to 
meet his fate at the port of Father Point. 


When night fell Doctor Crippen could not with 


stand the spell. He and Ethel LeNeve fled the 
country. Disguising himself as a Canadian re- 
turning home and dressing the LeNeve girl as his 
son he fled London and crossed the Atlantic, play- 
ing right Into the hands of late, the Canadian 
simple men say. 


As the vessel neared the Canadian river, Cap- 


tain Kendall, who later was to figure as captain 
of the ill-starred Empress of Ireland, saw the cou- 
ple. The man looked the part of the respectable 
Canadian father. 
The boy, however, looked the 


part of a girl. Her face was boyish enough, but 
she had a gait like a girl. 


"She is a girl," Captain Kendall said. 
He 


watched her closely. Her locks were shorn, but 
she did not haye the boyish features. She had 
not the adventurous curiosity of a boy. She was 
always hiding on board the vessel by herself. 
She did not like the company of others. She was 
too shy. Then Captain Kendall took a newspaper 
with photographs of Doctor Crippen. He exam- 
ined the photograph carefully and compared it 
detail after detail with the man he had for a 
passenger. Yes, he was sure the man was Crip- 
pen. The wireless telegraph was set to work. 
The Dominion police were notified and they 
boarded the vessel before it even banded. They 
arrested Doctor Crippen and the short-haired 
Ethel LeNeve. The girl went free. 
She never 


had gone against the decrees of the star, but 
Doctor Crippen was sent back to London, where 
he paid the penalty according to the rigid Eng- 
lish law of those who slay their wives.

Chief Executive Requests All God- 


Fearlng Persons In U. 8. to Pe- 


tition God for End of War. 


Washington, Sept. 
10.—President 


Wilson issued a proclamation desig- 
nating Sunday, October 4, as the day 
of prayer in the United States for 
peace In Europe. The proclamation 
follows: 


"Whereas, great nations of the 


world have taken up arms against one 
another and war now draws millions 
of men into battle whom the counsel 
of statesmen have not been able to 
save from a terrible sacrifice; and, 


Whereas, in this as In all things It 


Is our privilege and duty to seek 
counsel and succor of Almighty God, 
humbling ourselves before him, con- 
fessing our weakness and our lack ot 
any wisdom equal to these things, 
and, 


"Whereas, it is the especial wish 


and longing of the people of the Unit- 
ed States, in prayer and counsel and 
all friendliness, to serve the'cause of 
peace; 
< 


"Therefore, 
I, Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States ot 
America, do designate Sunday, the 
fourth day of October next, a day of 
prayer and supplication, and do re- 
quest all God-fearing persons to re- 
pair on that day to their places of 
worship, there to unite their petitions 
to Almighty God that, overruling the 
counsel of men, setting straight the 
things they cannot govern or alter, 
taking pity of the nations now In the 
throes of conflict, in his mercy and 
goodness showing the way where men 
can see none, he vouchsafe his chil- 
dren, healing peace again and restore 
once more that concord among men 
and nations without which there can 
be neither happiness nor true friend- 
ship, nor any wholesome fruit of toil 
or thought in the world; praying also 
to this end that he forgive our sins, 
our Ignorance of his holy will, our wtl- 
fulness and many errors, and lead us 
in the paths of obedience to places 
of vision and to thoughts and counsels 
that purge and make wise. 


"In witness whereof I have hereunto 


set my hand and caused the seal ol 
the United States to be affixed.

Joffre Claims Success.

The allied forces, 
acting on the offensive, have been suc- 
cessful in checking' and forcing back 
In a northeast-direction the German 
forces opposed to them." 


It was officially announced. In Paris 


that the Germans were retreating 
from the "line of Nanteuil-le-Houdouin 
to Verdun.

Meaux, Sezanne and Vitry-le-Francois 
and extending to Verdun," the official 
statement said. "Thanks to the vig- 
orous action of our troops, strongly 
supported by the British, the Germans 
started retiring.

Nanteul-le-Houdoun 
is

northeast of the city of Paris and 
ten miles southeast of Senlis. 


Jleaux Is 22 miles east of Paris and

Vitry-le-Francois is on the bank of 


the River Marne and 25 miles south- 
west of Verdun. 


Coulommiers is in the department 


of Seine and Marne, and is thirteen 
miles southeast of Meaux and thirty 
miles easterly fiom Paris. 


La Ferte-Gaucher is ten miles east 


of Coulommiers and about forty miles 
to the east of Paris. 


The official communique issued In 


Paris, telling of the situation along the 
whole line, says: 


"First — The allies have advanced 


their left wing without energetic op- 
position from the enemy. I 


"Second — The 
situation Is un- 


changed on our center ID the region 
of Verdun, our, forces alternately ad- 
vancing and retiring. 
There have 


been some .partial successes on our 
right in the Vosges. 


"Third—The advancing troops and 


the allies defending Paris have had 
several combats on the Oiircq river 
with the results In favor of the allies. 


"Fourth—The minister of war haB 


telegraphed to the governor.of Mau- 
beuge, expressing the government's 
admiration' for the heroic defense. The 
commander In chief has placed the 
name of the governor of Maubeuge In 
the order of the day for his splendid 
defense." 


Allies Force Battle. 


The 
general 
engagement 
was 


brought about when the allies, which 
had been In continuous retreat for 
many days, made a stand in a strongly 
fortified position to the north .and 
northeast of Paris. 


The first clash came when the Ger- 


man troops covering the flanks of the 
main German army encountered ad- 
vance detachments of the allies at a 
point near La Ferte-Gaucher and were 
forced to retire. The main bodies of 
the opposing armies thne took up the 
struggle and the Germans were forced 
to retire. 


Million Men Take Part In Contest. 
It Is estimated that 1,000,000 troops 


were engaged along the line, which 
extends roughly 120 miles. 


The German first army,^ which hart 


crossed Belgium, rounded 
the left 


wing of the' allies' army, and 
then 


turned southward and to the east of 
Paris, was forced to fight with its back 
to that city. 


Messages received from Paris say 


this army was forced to retreat early 
In the fighting and was being pursued 
by French troops. From time to time 
the Germans turn and engage with 
the French, while French shells fall 
continually ui their ranks. 


Austrlans Forced Back.

> certain star hangs over Father Point 
all good men should keep to their 
' homea, for on that night danger lurka 


'• on the St. Lawrence river oft the 
' point and the hunter nnd woodsmen 
of tha Interior are In danger of their 
live.. 


Father Point Is near the mouth ot 


tho RImoualcl river und la on the 


south shoro ot the St. Lawrence. The peoplo of 
•that plnco arc used to carlnff for the poor nnd 
•dlotrntmocl. 
They liavo seen BO much disaster 


'and henrlbrenlc tlioy have long ceased to regnrd 
-euch occurrences for long. 


Tho history of Father Point clatos back before 


tho coming ot the white man. The language of 
ttho IntJIann gives legends of the evil star. 


One winter while tho Indians of the Hlmouskl 


region wero planning a trapping expedition to 
•tho Chnmplaln rlvor, tho star rose abova the 
Iiolnt and by that fjign forbada the Indians to 
onibnrlt. There wero old men In the village who 
Ijiud hoard of tho Ingond and who told the young 
'men to remain ut home until the star had passed 
on. 
Tho young men tauslied at the counsel of 


tlio old men and tried to depart. 
Then the old 


lien wont to tlio water and de.'itroyerl the canoes 
of the young mon. They threw them on the fires 
nnd a&t by In silence, while tha young men railed 
nt '.ha older hends for tho superstition. 


Hut tho Great Manltou took revenge for tho 


rebellion of tho young men. The legends tell 
how tho Great Mnnltou sent the deepest snow 
that had ever fallen. xThe trada wero burled and 
nono were able to leave their wigwams. Famine 
<:ams becnuse they could not go on the hunt as 
formerly. 
The young men died and there were 


Tow left to tell the tale. 


Then CEimo tho French. 
Ono night when the 


•wind howled around Father Point and sighed In 
tho branches of the trees of the Rimouskl river, 
tho stnr reached tho zenith above tho fatal spot- 


"Don't go out tonight," chanted the Indian 


medicine men. "There Is death In tho land. 
Don't go out tonight." 


But the French left their homes In spite of the 


warnings. All the young men of the river coun- 
try marched awny, because had not tho great 
General Montcalm commanded? :They were go- 
Ing- to tho ilefonso of Quebec. T|helr boats took 
to tho river that nlglit and they mocked the star 
ns It twinkled from above tha crags. 
As their 


boats moved up thfi St. Lawrence toward Quebec 
•the boata of Wolfe hove in sight. As the sailors 
of Wolfe's command passed Father Point the 
Tvntch on the boat saw the star, so the records 
nay. 
He pointed upward, for the star -was In the 


zonlth and It was of great brilliancy. 


Tho men went on up the stream. The French 


landed and wore welcomed to Quebec. The Eng- 
lish followed thorn. They, too, landed, but it was 
mnr.y weary months after. 
Before that time the 


French soldiers hnd laughed many times about 
tho warnings of the old Tndlnn medicine chiefs, 
Before that time the English had forgotten the 
ntar which hung over Wolfe's vessel, but the 
•watchman of that night did not: forget and the 
Indian medicine men did not forget. 


Then one night Wolfe, with his men, crept up 


the heights of Abraham above Queboc and when 
day broke bo commanded the view of the city. 


Tho French rushed to the detense of tha city. 


On the plains of Abraham they fought most 
valiantly, but they seemed unable to stand before 
tha onslaughts of the English. Every man from 
the banks of tho Rlmouskl died In that terrible 
conflict. 
Montcalm, who had ordered them to 


the defense of Quebec, also was killed In battle 
nnd as he was about to die he reverently thanked 
God ho was spared thn sorrow of surrendering 
the fortress to the English. 


The English won the victory, but tho annals oC 


that tight show that every officer and man who 
rodo on tho boat that night the star shone and 
even General Wolfe himself fell bleeding that 
morning. 
Tho watchman alone survived 
the 


flght, but he was so crippled he never took up 
arms again. 


Cities have sprung up along the banks of the 


St. Lawrence. Father Point has grown from a 
point of rock to a town with a wireless telegraph 
station and with life-saving equipment. The peo- 
ple of that place do not believe In superstitions. 
Thay are a new race. The conquering English 
have succeeded the French and have occupied Its 
business streets. But back in the bills and woods 
and along the waters of the Rlmouskl the fish- 
ermen who make their living from the Lake, 
des Bales, still tell the storlea of the disasters 
that have befallen travelers on the St. Lawrence 
or those who roam the woods when the star of 
Ill-omen stands above Father Point. 


Recently there was a great ship disaster in the 


St. Lawrence. 
The Empress of Ireland with 


Captain Kendall In command sank in a few min- 
utes after she had been rammed by a collier In 
the St. Lawrence. 


Because of the quickness of the time in which 


the Empress of Ireland sank many of the passen- 
gers were caught in their berths and drowned 
like rats in a trap. Then the. ship listed to one 
side so that the lifeboats could not be put off on 
tha other side of the vessel where the hull loomed 
up. 
The disaster came so quickly the rule of 


women and children first was hardly obeyed. It 
was a case of every passenger for himself. In 
the darkness, with the stillness of the sea all 
about them, the victims Iwent down to death. 


As soon as the liner was struck she sent out 


wireless messages for help. But when the res- 
cuers arrived they found the 'ship already had 
gone flown. The lifeboats which had been gotten 
off were drifting about. Men, women and chil- 
dren were clinging to the wreckage. 
The logr 
cleared away and from the lighthouses along the 
coast lifeboats were sent out to pick up the 
drowning passengers. 


The crests of the waves were filled, with wreck- 


age from both ships. 


When the first wireless call for help was 


flashed out In the fog and darkness officers In 
charge of the company i which owns the vessel 
began to wire back for further directions. 
For 


many minutes the calls were sent out.. The mlnr 
utes lengthened into hours. The hours brought ' 
back no response. 
The officers bad to admit, 


with reluctance, that the great vessel had gone 
out of sight and would not be seen again. 
Ma- 


rine agencies sending out queries all along the 
coast received the same reply of alienee which 
told ns eloquently as the roar of cannon that the 
ship had gone down and could speak no more. 


Then came a court of Inquiry. 
Investigation 


committees tried to learn whether the crew of 
the Empress of Ireland or the cretv of the Stor- 
stad was to blame for the disaster. They learned 
little, but up In the woods of the Hlmouskl, back 
as far as Lake Mlstigougche, and even In "tbe 
wilds of New Brunswick, they tell how Just before 


aside. 


of fog enveloped them. Then 
crashed 


against each other and the 
star triumphed again. The 
new 
citizens 
of Father 


Point laughed at the tale 
when they heard It. 


" 'Tia an old superstition," 


'We cannot be 


frightened that way. 
The 


law of nature Is not sus- 
pended because some Indian 
or his descendants 
think 


they see a star glittering 
about our village." 


But the simple-minded liv- 


ing in the back country 
point to tha fate of Doctor 
Crippen and Belle Elmore 
as further proof of their 


contention. Didn't the star blaze above Father 
Point when they sailed down, the river on their 


- way to Europe? Didn't the simple-minded shud- 


der and conceal themselves and fall to start on 
any venture until after the spell of the star was 
gone? 
Didn't Belle Elmore continue on her way with 


the- doctor and didn't she meet death In a mys- 
terious manner In London? 
The papers then 


were full of the details of the strange murder. 
Belle Elmore's body was found In London In the 
basement of a house which she and her husband, 
Doctor Crippen, had occupied. 
Investigations 


pointed to Doctor Crippen - as the slayer. 
They 


tried to show that he had aa unrighteous attach- 
ment for Ethel LeNeve. Spies watched him dally 
in hopes he would commit some act which would 
throw suspicion his way. He expressed surprise 
that the woman should be missing. He expressed 
surprise that she should have been horribly slain. 
He kept about, but the simple-minded folk say 
the spell of the evil star was upon' him. The 
star had allowed Belle Elmore to die in London. 
It had allowed Wolfe and the French soldiers to 
die at Quebec, but It wanted Doctor-Crippen to 
meet his fate at the port of Father Point. 


When night fell Doctor Crippen could not with- 


stand the spell. He and Bthel LeNeve fled the 
country. Disguising himself as a Canadian re- 
turning home and dressing the LeNeve girl as his 
eon he fled London and crossed the Atlantic, play- 
ing right Into the hands of fate, the Canadian 
simple men say. 


• As the vessel neared the Canadian river, Cap- 
tain Kendall, who later was to figure aa captain 
of the ill-starred Empress of Ireland, saw the cou- 
ple. 
Tha man looked the part of the respectable 


Canadian father. The boy, however, looked the 
part of a girl. Her face was boyish enough,, but 
she had a gait like a girl. 


"She la a girl," Captain Kendall said. 
He 


watched her closely. Her locks were shorn, but 
she did not haye the boyish features. She had 
not the adventurous curiosity of a boy. She was 
always' hiding on board the vessel by herself. 
She did not like the company of others. She was 
too shy. Then Captain Kendall took a newspaper 
with photographs of Doctor' Crippen. He exam- 
ined the photograph carefully and compared It 
detail after detail with the man he had for a 
passenger. Yes, he was sure the man waa Crip- 
pen. The wireless telegraph was set to work. 
The Dominion police were notified and they 
boarded the vessel before It even landed. They 
arrested Doctor Crippen and the short-haired 
Ethel LeNeve. 
The girl went free. 
She never 


had gone against the decrees of the star, but 
Doctor Crippen was sent back to London, where 
he paid the penalty according to the rigid Eng- 
lish law of those who slay their wives.

U our privilege and duty to seek 
counsel and succor of Almighty God, 
humbling ourselves before him, con- 
fessing our weakness and our lack of 
any wisdom equal to these things, 
and, 


"Whereas, It Is the especial wish 


and longing of tbe people of the Unit- 
ed States.- In prayer and counsel and 
all friendliness, to serve the'cause of 
peace; 


"Therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 


president of the United States of 
America, do designate Sunday, the 
fourth day of October next, a day of 
prayer and supplication, and do re- 
quest all God-fearing persons to re- 
pair on that day to their places of 
worship, there to unite their petitions 
to Almighty God that, overruling the 
counsel of men, setting straight the 
things they cannot govern or alter, 
taking pity of the nations now in the 
throes of conflict. In bis mercy and 
goodness showing the way where men 
can see none, he vouchsafe his chil- 
dren, healing peace again and restore 
once more that concord among men 
and nations without which there can 
be neither happiness nor true friend- 
ship, nor any wholesome fruit of toll 
or thought In the world; praying also 
to tbla end that he forgive our Bins, 
our Ignorance of his holy will, our wll- 
fulness and many errors, and lead us 
ia the paths of obedience to places 
of vision and to thoughts and counsels 
that purge and make wise.

7. The vote upon measures refer- 
red ID the people shall be taken at 
the next election occurring not less 
than four months after tbe .filing of 
the petition, and held generally thru- 
out the state pursuant to law or spe- 
cially called by the governor.

The legislature shall provide 


for furnishing electors the text of all 
measures to be voted upon by the 
people. 
9. 
Except that measures 
speci- 
fically affecting a subdivision of the 
state may be submitted to the people 
of the subdivision, 
the legislature 
shall submit measures to the people 
only as required by the constitution. 
NOTE.— (If adopted, this amend- 
ment will change the provisions of 
the Constitution which vest the power 
to make laws exclusively in the Sen- 
ate and Assembly, so that the -'eople 
may directly and on their own initia- 
tive enact laws and may reject laws 
passed by the legislature.) 
Be it further resolved by the as- 
sembly, the Senate concurring, That 
article XII of the constitution, be 
amended by creating a new section to 
read: 
Section 3. 1. a. 
Any senator or 
member of the assembly may intro- 
duce, by presenting to the chief clerk 
In the house in wh:ch he is a member, 
In open session, at any time during 
any session of the -legislature, any 
proposed amendment to the constit- 
ution or any amendment to any such 
proposed amendment to the constit- 
ution; provided, that the time for so 
introducing a proposed amendment to 
the constitution, may be limited by 
rule -to not less than thirty legislat- 
ive days.

TIiTe chief clerk shall wake a 
record of such proposed amendments 
to t!ie constitution and any amend- 
ments thereto and have the same 
printed. (Jt. Res. No. 38, A.) 
. . JOINT RESOLUTION NO. 35. . 
To create section il of article VII! 
of the constitution, relating to stall 
insurance. 
WHEREAS, At the biennial ses 
sion of the Legislature for the yeai 
11)11, an amendment to the ConstJtu 
tiou -was proposed and agreed to by 
a majority of the members elected 
to each of the two houses, which pro. 
posed amendment is as follows: 
""Resolved by the senate the as- 


sembly concurring, That article VIIJ 
of the constitution be amended by 
adding a new section to read: 
"Section 11. The state may gram 


annu 1 ties and insurance upon such 
risks and in such manner as may be 
prescribed by law, and the limit- 
ations and restrictions provided in 
the constitution shall not apply to 
this subject; but provision shall be 
made for an annual account of all 
liabilities assumed and for the separ- 
ation and safeguarding of all money 
and property 'held by tbe state on 
account of any such insurance;" now 
therefore, be it 
"Resolved, by the assembly, the 
senate concurring. That the foregoing 
proposed amendment to the constitu- 
tion of the state of Wisconsin be, and 
the same is hereby agreed to by this 
legislature. 
NOTE.— (If adopted this amend- 


ment will confer upon the legislature 
express power to enact legislation 
providing for state insurance.)
